Manuscripts, 
maps, pictures, broadsides, letters, 
and diaries are only a few of the 
kinds of materials that the library 
owns . Many of them are originals or 
the only copies known to exist. 

Many date from the early 18th century. 

With Gertrude Hess' death, the Society 
lost the one person who had an intim- 
ate knowledge of the library's 
collection. Much material remains to 
be sorted, classified and cataloged 
for use. This is an overwhelming job 
well beyond the ability of one 
librarian to do as a volunteer, in 
Just a few hours a week - even with 
the assistance of willing aides.
